Thompson, vice president of the Bal- | 
timore and Ohio, as chairman. Other j

With the American Army in France, 
Nov. 27—The French War Cross has j 
been conferred on the fifteen Ameri- j 
can officers and men who were cited 
with their company by the French 
general commanding the sector in 
which the Americans were stationed 
at the time of the first German raid 
on the night of November 2-3. The 
men were decorated Monday and were ( 
informed they may keep the medals 
in their possession, but must not wear 
them until Congress gives its author- I 
ization. 
The ceremony was an impressive 
one.

sented the decorations and citations,

of the men who were killed.

Sportsmen Favor Stopping Kill 
in# of the Game Bird ho 
it May Increase. 


Predictions that 
a general 
state­ 
wide sentiment in favor of a closed 
season for the ruffed grouse will be 
manifested by the first of the year 
are being made freely and hunters 
who have been coming in from their 
favorite grounds without having even 
seen a pheasant are reporting to the 
State Game Commission that some­ 
thing should be done. 
The killing of pheasant* in Penn­ 
sylvania this fail will be small, and 
many a hunter will put up his guns 
without having come across a feather 
of the ruffed grouse. Dr. Joseph Kalb- 
fus, secretary of the State Game Com­ 
mission, is commencing to hear from 
sportsmen about it. 
Many sportsmen realize 
that 
the 
legislature will not meet until 1919, 
and that next year may be a hard 
year for bird* if many survive 
the 
hunting season, and they have been 
agitating the closing of counties to 
grouse for five years. 
This could be 
done under the state law giving the 
Game Commission authority to take 
such action on petition. 
In a few 


I counties such efforts have been made, 
but there were objections. 
The men 
who objected 
in some instances are 
now sorry they took the position they 
did. 
There is little doubt but that 
the legislature will make a closed 
season when it meets, unless 
some­ 
thing is done in the counties. 
The 
increase in wild turkeys following the 
closed season is well remembered. 
Dr. Kalbfus says that the conditions 
arc favorable to fine deer hunting.
